New York, Nov. 9.—W ith the grant­ 
ing of an order by Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice William J. Gaynor in Brooklyn 
compelling Police Commissioner Mc­ 
Adoo to remove every ballot box from 
all the precincts in Greater New York 
to the bureau of elections William R. 
Hearst, the defeated Municipal Own­ 
ership League candidate, took his first 
legal step in a fight to secure a recount 
of the votes cast on election day. 
The order was granted after Justice 
Gaynor had reviewed affidavits sub­ 
mitted by Mr. H earst’s attorneys and 
half an hour later Colonel Alexander 
S. Bacon and F. W. Brown, represent­ 
ing Mr. Hearst, served an order on 
Commissioner McAdoo, who sent out 
a general order to every precinct in 
Greater New York instructing the cap­ 
tains or other officers in charge to 
send the ballot boxes straightway to 
the bureau of elections in Manhattan. 
In signing the order Justice Gaynor 
said: 
“The police have nothing whatever 
to do with the ballot boxes and it is 
most 
astonishing that 
they 
should 
have possession of them. 
They have 
no right to even touch them. 
The o r­ 
der is granted.” 
The granting of the order came un­ 
expectedly and caused much surprise 
and, with the opinion of Judge Gaynor 
that the police have no right to the bal 
lot boxes and should not even touch 
them, a new’ aspect is placed on the 
case. This is the first time such an < 
der was ever issued, as heretofore the 
police have always had charge of th< 
ballot boxes after the count had been 
taken at the polling places. 
They are 
removed to the stationhouses inmie- 


ans have given out no later estim ates 
since that of Chairman Dick conceding 
the election of Pattison by 25,000 plu­ 
rality, but later reports received at 
headquarters indicate that a larger fig­ 
ure'is correct.

( Jenernl C. C. Andrews, sta te fire war 
lien, Prof. 8 . B. Green and Prof. Cheney, 
of the State Agricultural college, have 
been in Brainerd for a few days having 
returned to St. Paul yesterday. 
They 
came up to take a trip to the state for­ 
est reserve located about sixteen miles 
northeast of Brainerd in Cass county, 
for the purpose of studying the condi­ 
tions, etc. 
There are about I,(XX) acres 
in this reserve and General Andrews is 
of the opinion that this tract can be 
made to pay as there is a considerable 
reproductions of jack pine. 
General Andrews in speaking of the 


matter said: 
“ The timber was cut about twenty- 
five years ago, and there is considerable 
reproduction of jack pine. 
There is a 
pulp factory and water power in Brain ­ 
erd which we visited. 
The mill pays #1 
per cord for spruce, oPwhich it uses 
about thirteen cords per day. 
“ Assuming that the land is third class, 
which is about right." said Gen. An 
drews, “ tho yield in thirty years, ac­ 
cording to the Saxony yield tables, 
would be 23 cords per acre and in 40 
yearns the stumpage would be 35 cords 
per acre. 
At present prices the 1,000 
acres would bring in .MO,OOO in .'X) years, 
or 170,000 in forty years if planted to 
spruce. 
This is at the rate of 82 a cord 
on the stump, which leaves 82 per cord 
for hauling and cutting. 
W e have now 
in the nursery 8800,000 spruce seedling 
a year and a half old, some of them six 
inches high, which would be enough to 
plant the entire reserve if we had the 
money to do it with, but there is none 
appropriated. 
The reserve is half a mile 
from G u ll lake, which empties through 
tho 
G ull river into the 
Crow W ing 
river.”

World a 11*‘art interest In the 
Brandywine. 
The poet of Lockerbie 
street spent many days of a happy 
boyhood on its tree bordered banks. 
Tire Brandywine is only a cree:*, a 
wild, crooked, go as it pleases creek. 
It begins its Journey toward the sea 
somewhere above the little town of 
Maxwell, Hancock county, and winds 
around toward Greenfield, passes there 
on the eastern 
side of 
town 
and 
squirms and tw ists until the Blue rivet 
claims it some twenty miles below 
Greenfield. 
Its 
boil 
is 
of 
mosses, 
swamp grasses aud is ranch more soul 
ber than any child of Africa, 
But the 
crystal goblets of the gods coil!*I not 
bo clearer than the waters of tho 
Brandywine. 
It is one of nature s mir­ 
rors. The shadows of the saplings and 
the sycamores dance upon the ripples. 
The water grasses wave to and fro 
at the will of the varying currents, and 
the whole family of woodland crea­ 
tures seems to be constantly a picnic 
on Hi*1 Brandywine. 
The creek has changed little in char­ 
acter since Riley was a boy, although 
there are those who say that the er­ 
ratic stream has changed Its course 
just enough to leave “Tile Old Swim- 
min’ Hole” of Riley’s day forty feet 
ashore. 
However, it is still the Bran­ 
dywine, the trees still shade its wa­ 
ters as of yore aud altogether it is 
about the same jim when they called 
him “Jimmy.” 
But the old rail fences 
are 
gone. 
Instead there 
are 
long 
strands of barbed wire, and along the 
Brandywine they seem as one of the 
curses of progress. 
Riley’s “Old Swimmier’ Hole” was 
about a quarter of a mile back of Kit 
Kirkpatrick’s 
barn — a 
landmark In 
Greenfield — and something like a mile 
east of the Hancock county courthouse 
It was marked by an old “siekamore' 
that stood about a hundred yards be­ 
low what is now the Turk avenue ford. 
In Riley’s day it was simply 
“the 
ford,” a treacherous spot on the Bran­ 
dywine where more than one venture 
soim* youth has been cast into a swirl 
ing torrent In attempting to drive 
across the stream when it was out of 
humor. 
The “Old Swlmmin’ Hole” had only a 
local reputation prior to June 17, 1882. 
On that date Riley, writing under the 
homely nom de plume of “Benj. F. 
Johnson of Boone,” gave to the old In­ 
dianapolis 
Journal 
the 
poem 
that 
brought the Brandywine to fame. 
The Brandywine flows for a consid­ 
erable distance through a marsh laud. 
Hundreds of acres of ground that is in 
its present state unfit for agricultural 
purposes borders the creek on both 
sides, arui it is for the purpose of re­ 
claiming This land that the farmers of 
Hancock county propose to deepen and 
straighten its channel. Several months 
ago ten owners of property along the 
Brandywine filed a petition with the 
county commissioners asking that the 
creek be deepened to drain the marsh 
lands, immediately there was an out­ 
cry of disapproval, and thousands of 
names were affixed to a remonstrance 
The matter has gone through numerous 
court procedures, but by virtue of a 
trivial legal technicality the petitioners 
have won their tight thus far, and it 
is practically settled now that the 
Brandywine is to lose its poetry and to 
become a ditch. 
Th** improvement will cost the farm­ 
ers of Hancock county and tile prop­ 
erty owners of Greenfield more than

GAME BIRD PRESERVES. 


Na! i*miii Breeding Ground* Planned 
on Inlnndn In Lake Superior. 
By a proclamation of President Roose­ 
velt, a copy of whose order has been 
transmitted to the Marquette him I office, 
all tim unsurveyed lands iu the Huron 
and Siskiwitt groups In Lake Superior 
are set aside as preserves aud brei*ding 
grounds for native birds, says a special 
dispatch from Marquette, Mich,, to the 
New York W orld. 
The action taken is 
in line with the movement creating 
forest, game and bird preset ves on gov­ 
ernment lands adapted for the purpose 
Id all parts of the Prided States. 
The Islands affected by the presi­ 
dent's order are remote from civiliza­ 
tion, an important factor in carrying 
out the i>la ii of creating a breeding 
ground. 
It is not tile purpose of the 
department of agriculture, to whose ju­ 
risdiction they have been transferred, 
to make improvements on the islands, 
but to allow them to remain in their 
native wildness, maintaining constant 
surveillance in the matter of restrain­ 
ing trespassers and preventing hunters 
aud trappers from visiting the places. 
In the Huron group there are a num­ 
ber of small Islands which do not ap­ 
pear on the official maps of the govern­ 
ment land office. 
Some of them con­ 
tain less than a section of land, while 
others include within their boundaries 
from 5<X) to HOO acres. 
It Is also or­ 
dered that all bodies of land that may 
hereafter be discovered aud designated 
on the maps shall be Included in the 
order as withdrawn from public entry; 
the whole group to be known as the 
Huron island reservation. 
There are 
eight full sections reserved In the Sis­ 
kiwitt. or Menagerie, group, located 
near the mouth of Siskiwitt bay, on the 
south side of Isle Royale.

commerce and labor to submit views 
as to tin* need of mollifying the inter­ 
national rules for preventing collisions 
at sea. says the Washington corre­ 
spondent of the New York Tribune. 
The letter of inquiry has gone out 
from the department od account of a 
proposal from tile British government, 
as a result of Uojestvensky’s fleet at­ 
tacking the North sea trawlers, that 
maritime 
Interests consult together, 
with a view to per fee tine the signal 
service used by vessels to avoid ocean 
disasters. 
A list of changes deemed desirable 
by the British government was submit­ 
ted along with the request for co oper 
ation in the matter. These suggestions 
are amendments to the rules which 
were adopted by tho international ma 
rim* conference which met In Washing 
ton In 1888. The changes apply partic 
ularly to the protection of fishing ves 
sels and trawlers in the open sea. Eng­ 
land is especially Interested in provid­ 
ing greater safety for these vessels, in 
view of the number that have been 
run down in the North sea, where ves­ 
sels of all nations ply. 
America has 
not such a large interest, ns the fish­ 
ing on the Newfoundland banks is off 
the track of the great liners aud the 
other great fisheries region off Alaska 
is comparatively free of travel and 
much of the fishing, moreover, is done 
in the rivers and bays. 
Under the present International rules 
fishing vessels of loss than twenty tons 
net registered tonnage when 
under 
way ami when not having their nets, 
trawls, dredges or lines In th** water 
ar** not obliged to carry side lights, 
but to prevent collisions must have 
ready at hand a lantern with a green 
glass on one side and a red glass on 
the other side. 
It 
is proposed to 
strengthen this rule. 
The propped British amendment; 
specify partic ularly the lantern signals 
of trawlers, to make them distinct from 
vessels 
fishing with

or 
nets. 
When engaged in trawling, by which 
is meant the dragging of an apparatus 
along the bottom of the sea, the ves­ 
sels, if steam, it is proposed, shall carry 
a tricoloml lantern so constructed as 
to show a white light from right ahead 
to two points on each bow and a green 
light and a m l light over an arc of 
the horizon from two points on each 
bow to points abaft the beum on the 
starboard and port sides respectively, 
and not less titan nor more than twelve 
feet below the trieolored lantern a 
white light in a lantern so constructed 
as to show a clear light all around the 
horizon. 
Sailing vessels engaged in 
trawling must show a white flare up 
light In addition to the usual lantern.
